A 22-year-old Red Deer 
man has been ordered to 
stand trial in a so-called 
shaken baby case in 
Didsbury. 

John Vachon faces 
charges of criminal negli¬ 
gence causing bodily harm, 
failing to provide the neces¬ 
sities of life and aggravated 
assault. 

His three-day preliminary 
hearing was held before 
Judge Manfred Delong in 
Didsbury provincial court 
Tuesday, Wednesday and 
Thursday. 

A 17-month old girl, who 
cannot be named, was taken 
to hospitals in Didsbury, 


Olds and Calgary with po¬ 
tentially permanent eye and 
brain injuries, as well as a 
broken leg, in Oct. 2004, say 
police. 

The accused is an ac¬ 
quaintance of the child’s 
mother. 

A publication ban prohib¬ 
its reporting on testimony 
given during the prelimi¬ 
nary hearing. 

The aggravated assault 
charge carries a maximum 
penalty of 14 years impris¬ 
onment. 

Dr. Neil Cooper, an expert 
on child abuse with Alberta 
Children’s Hospital, said 
shaken baby syndrome can 
be caused by violent shak¬ 
ing and or hitting of a child.

The shaking leads to 
swelling inside the skull, 
which, in turn, cuts off oxy¬ 
gen to the brain, he said. 

“About a quarter of kids 
who are injured in that way 
die,” said Cooper. 

“And about another half 
of those kids have severe 
brain injuries to the point 
where they never wake up.” 

Crown prosecutor lan 
McKay, defence lawyer Tony 
Managh, and the accused all 
declined to comment follow¬ 
ing court. 

Vachon, who is out on 
bail, will be back in court on 
Feb. 8 to set a trial date. He 
has elected to be tried by 
Judge alone in Court of 
Queen’s Bench.

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The Alberta government 
welcomed news that Japan 
has introduced measures 
allowing entry of Canadian 
beef under 21 months that 
meet detailed verification 
procedures. 

“We are pleased that the 
Japanese market is opening 
to Canadian beef. Japan is 
a long-term valued trading 
partner and we are pleased 
to be moving forward,” said 
Alberta Economic Develop¬ 
ment Minister Clint 
Dunford. “On behalf of the 
province, I want to thank 
the Japanese government 
for taking this major step 
towards re-establishing 
trade.” 

Speaking from Taipei, 
Taiwan prior to attending 
the WTO negotiations in 
Hong Kong, Alberta Agri¬ 


culture, Food and Rural De¬ 
velopment Minister Doug 
Horner was optimistic about 
the announcement. “We 
know we can provide the 
Japanese marketplace with 
safe, top-quality beef,” he 
said. “But our producers 
and our industry can’t rest 
on their laurels - we must 
continue to work on age 
verification of our cattle 
herd and reestablish our¬ 
selves in the competitive 
Japanese marketplace.” 

Minister Horner added 
that he hoped this announce¬ 
ment would prompt other 
Asian markets to reopen 
their markets to Alberta 
beef. “I’ve met with a 
number of beef importers 
while in Asia and they’ve all 
told me the same thing - 
they value their trading re¬ 


lationship with Alberta and 
they want it to continue. 
This announcement should 
help pave the way.” 

With approximately 70 
per cent of Canada’s fed cat¬ 
tle production, Alberta is 
Canada’s major cattle-pro¬ 
ducing region and an impor¬ 
tant exporter of Canadian 
beef. 

Development of a system 
for traceability and age veri¬ 
fication and state-of-the-art 
food safety systems like the 
one to remove specified risk 
materials from beef car¬ 
casses have all helped re-es¬ 
tablish the reputation of 
Canadian beef. 

Japan bought more than 
$1.2 billion worth of Alberta 
goods last year and more 
than $67 million worth of 
Alberta beef in 2002.

Fact 4: Two cows had to be 
treated for injuries sustained from 
being chased through 4 barbed 
wire fences. The status of the cows 
with regard to them retaining 
their pregnancy remains to be de¬ 
termined. 

Fact 5: Owner of said dog never 
offered to cover the cost of the re¬ 
pair of the 4 barbed wire fences or 
veterinary services required to 
treat the injuries the cows suffered 
as a result of the incident.

The government re¬ 
leased 17 recommenda¬ 
tions to update and expand 
Alberta’s Special Consta¬ 
ble Program, these recom¬ 
mendations in the Govern¬ 
ment MLA Review of the 
Special Constable Pro¬ 
gram, were drafted after 
extensive consultation 
with police, municipal and 
provincial officials and 
special constables over the 
last eight months. 

“This has been in the 
works for awhile,” said 
Greg Hnatiuk, Didsbury 
special constable. “After 
reading the review I think 
we will gain better com¬ 
munication, higher train¬ 
ing standards, increased 
accountability, and new 
uniforms.” 

Some of the other rec¬ 
ommendations include; 
changing the name from 
Special Constable Pro¬ 
gram to Public Security 
Peace Officer Program; 
creating levels of author¬ 
ity, such as Alberta Peace 
Officers (APO) and Com¬ 
munity Peace Officers 
(CPO); creating provincial 
use of force standards for 
APOs and CPOs; standard¬ 
izing uniforms and vehicle 
markings; improving 
qualification standards; 
increasing training stand¬ 
ards; increasing account¬ 
ability; enhancing com¬ 


plaint process; and improv¬ 
ing communication net¬ 
working. 

“These recommendations 
should work out good,” said 
Cst. Hnatiuk. “We aren’t 


losing anything, these 
changes would benefit eve¬ 
ryone. We would be able to 
assist the RCMP more than 
we are presently doing, plus 
we will be able to investi¬ 


gate minor traffic colli¬ 
sions.” 

These recommendations 
must now be passed by the 
legislature before they will 
be implemented.

Didsbury RCMP teach safety for seniors

Use common sense, listen 
to your instincts, and never 
give out personal informa 
tion to strangers, these tips 
were advised to local sen¬ 
iors. for almost any situa¬ 
tion, Thursday afternoon 
when Cst. Steve Woolnough 
of the Didsbury RCMP did a 
presentation on safety for 
seniors, in the MPR roori. 

Approximately 40 seniors 
attended the presentation, 
which included a 50 minute 
video about everything from 
car safety, safety when walk 
ing, hiring contractors, 
elder abuse, etc. 

For all seniors, you are 
advised to always keep your 
doors and windows locked, 


keep sticks in your patio, 
and if possible an alarm sys¬ 
tem is always nice to have. 

If you are going away, tell 
your neighbors, ask them to 
pick up your flyers, have 
lights and a radio on a timer 
so it looks like someone is 
home, and stop the newspa¬ 
per from coming. While on 
vacation, break up your 
money so you are not keep¬ 
ing it all in the same place, 
and keep your valuables in 
the hotel safe. 

All valuables such as your 
TV, stereo, jewellery, and art 
work, can be engraved with 
your driver's license or pro¬ 
vincial ID number. Mark all 
things that may be the tar 
get of a thief, and keep your 
antiques in a safety deposit 


box at the bank. Never keep 
large sums of money at 
home. 

If possible seniors are rec¬ 
ommended to become part of 
a community watch pro¬ 
gram, and to get to know 
their neighbors, which will 
increase the security in 
their lives by making people 
more aware of what is going 
on. If a stranger comes to 
your door, be pro active, ask 
lots of questions, ask for ID. 
don't be intimidated, and if 
you feel at all uncomfort¬ 
able, call the RCMP 

Elder abuse is an issue for 
seniors, an issue that is not 
often thought about. Elder 
abuse can come from family 
members or caregivers. If 
you know someone who is 


being abused, or you are be¬ 
ing abused, report it. Reach 
out to someone you trust, 
and if you think you might 
know of someone who is suf 
fering from this, watch for 
the signs. The signs are 
someone that is looking 
shabby or expressing fear, 
call the RCMP. 

Car safety was also a ma¬ 
jor issue on the video, tell¬ 
ing seniors to make sure 
your car is filled with gas, 
tires filled, and to know 
where you are going before 
any trip. Check your 
backseat before getting in, 
and keep doors locked and 
windows closed. At night, 
only drive on lighted streets, 
and keep an emergency kit 
on hand. If you are being 


followed, don't drive home, 
drive to the local RCMP sta¬ 
tion, or a gas station or hos¬ 
pital. When out walking, al¬ 
ways carry your ID and 
travel light by not carrying 
a purse. Walk with a pur¬ 
pose, avoid dark allies, 
know where you are going, 
and carry a flashlight if you 
will be out at night. 

“No matter what, seniors 
need to be in constant con¬ 
tact with their families and 
loved ones," said Cst. Steve 
Woolnough, Didsbury 
RCMP. 

“The world is not full of 
bad guys, but you have to be 
aware, and if you are un¬ 
sure, call us. Don't hide in 
your home all the time, but 
just keep your radar on."

Water: Use Only When Necessary 


a The children of Pines Community School in Red Deer had a lot to celebrate this March. That's when their school became the first in 

Alberta to complete the SEEDS (Society, Environment and Energy Development Studies) Foundation Alberta Centennial Water Challenge 

The Challenge, an invitation to elementary school students to take actions at home to protect and preserve water, is sponsored by Devon 
Canada Corporation. It is a small but important component of Devon's larger water management plan. 

"Devon Canada can be commended for having an integrated plan resulting in an 18 per cent reduction in overall water use," says 
Bev Yee, Assistant Deputy Minister, Alberta Environment. The reduction has allowed Devon to return an unused fresh water license to 
Alberta Environment in 2004 and actively evaluate others for return or reduction, so as not to hold unneeded permits. 

The company has tracked its water usage since 2001. Volumes are metered and reported through various internal systems. 

Because of this approach and attention to water management, one of Devon's senior executives now represents the industry on the 
multi-stakeholder Alberta Water Council - a group that will help carry out the provincial Water for Life Strategy. 

"Industry involvement in community-based educational activities that support water conservation is vital to the success of the Water for Life strategy,” 
says Yee. "Commitments like this will help us achieve the provincial goal of improving water use efficiency by 30 per cent by 2015.”

Coaching Safety into a Winning Team 


"By personally visiting our rig site, the safety coach gives hands-on direction to make sure everyone knows the safe way." says Colin Baron. 
^. Baron is a driller on Phelps Drilling Rig Number 53 and like all sports fans, knows you need a good coach to field a winning team Players 
may have unique expertise but forging them into a championship team takes top coaching 

Sr EMU Drilling contractor crews are made up of individuals with their own skill sets and experience levels. In high-activity areas like the rig floor, 
using tongs, laying down drill pipe and running casing require the utmost care and attention to safety. This is especially important when 
crews have limited experience working as a team. 

Traditionally, drilling industry safety programs have focused on equipment inspections, basic safety training, incident reporting, contractor 
orientations and implementation of program requirements. But Burlington Resources Canada Ltd saw the need for a new tactic that 
focuses on people rather than equipment: a safety coach. 

Focusing on rigs and crews with previous incidents or less-seasoned workers, Burlington successfully piloted this new drilling safety initiative They provided 
safety coaches to 44 contracted rigs to guide, demonstrate, advise and mentor crews The plan included one-on-one coaching of well site supervisors and 
other personnel It’s hands-on and interactive - learning how to work together to be aware of hazards and inexperience on the job. At the end of 2004. the 
first season of coaching, Burlington saw a 40 per cent reduction in total recordable incidents. 

Burlington has hired three full-time coaches and extended the program to its well servicing operations. Drilling contractors are also pleased 

"A safety coach is another piece of the puzzle as we strive to achieve an incident-free workplace," says Baron, "and take Phelps Drilling and Burlington 
where we want to be - at the top of the safety ladder."

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A healthy student equals a better student

Ixrcal schools have been pro¬ 
viding nutritious options in 
vending machines and making 
healthy alternatives available to 
students, and now in the legis¬ 
lature, Education Minister 
Gene Zwozdesky said that al¬ 
though junk food will not be 
banned in schools, he plans to 
include healthy eating and 
smart lifestyle choices in the new 
curriculum for all schools. 

Chinook’s Edge School Divi¬ 
sion is making the number one 
priority in the Board of Educa¬ 
tion’s approved 2003-2006 
Three-Year-Plan, improving 
health and wellness and the 
physical fitness of their students. 
Healthy lifestyle choices are 
strongly encouraged through 
programs such as the Health, 
Wellness and Physical Activity 
Initiative. 

This initiative was nominated 
and recognized as a finalist for 
the 2003 Premier’s Award for 
School Board Innovation and 
Excellence. The initiative sup¬ 
ports schools in participating in 
a school-based health, wellness 
and physical activity plan or in 
joining the Ever Active Schools 
Program. The program contrib¬ 
utes to the healthy development 
of children and youth by foster¬ 
ing social and physical environ¬ 
ments that support active living 
and healthy attitudes and 
behaviors regarding nutrition. 
CESD is also very supportive 
and diligent in implementation 
of Alberta Education’s Daily 
Physical Activity initiative, re¬ 
quiring students to be involved 
in 30 minutes of physical activ¬ 
ity per day. 

Westglen School has already 
caught on to this trend, and eve¬ 
ryday their students are re¬ 
quired to do a half an hour of 


physical activity while at school. 
The school also runs a unique 
program called ‘Food for 
Thought’, which provides their 
students with a breakfast every 
morning before classes begin. 

“Even if a child has breakfast, 
every kid is hungry by the time 
they get here, kids are always 
hungry,” said Westglen princi¬ 
pal Phil Corning. “This program 
really makes a difference, it pro¬ 
vides students with either a hot 
chocolate, milk, or juice and ei¬ 
ther a porridge, cereal, fruit cup, 
or waffles, which are the most 
popular.” 

You will also find in the con¬ 
cessions at Westglen, healthier 
food choices, which the school 
went through a Calgary Health 
Region (CHR) nutrionist to 
choose. Healthy snacks not 
only fill the concession, but you 
will find no junk food in the 
school’s vending machines ei¬ 
ther. Candy and pop have been 
taken out and replaced with 
juice and water. 

“Child obesity is on the rise 
and we are trying to tackle it,” 
said Corning. “The Education 
Minister is in favor of making 
students as healthy as they can 
be.” 

Awareness through daily in¬ 
struction is also being empha¬ 
sized in health and physical edu¬ 
cation programs and educa¬ 
tional displays can be spotted in 
various schools in CESD. 
Health classes, for example, have 
set up displays showing how 
many sugar cubes are in vari¬ 
ous beverages. The sugar cubes 
are stacked in pyramids to cre¬ 
ate a visual demonstration. 
These types of displays are just 
some of the ways schools are 
educating students about the im¬ 
portance of a nutritionally bal¬ 
anced diet.

runs a milk program for their 
young students, making milk 
and milk products such as yo¬ 
gurt, available for the students 
to buy everyday. The cost is only 
50 cents each, and between 30 
and 60 students take advantage 
of the program each day. 

Ross Ford has also started dis¬ 
cussing healthy food and drink 
ideas in their newsletter, with 
the help of Cheryl Ryan from the 
health unit. 

The school also has a unique 
health concern as one of their 
students has a peanut allergy, 
so they try to keep products con¬ 
taining peanuts out of the 
school. 

“I think it is very important 
to set positive examples and to 
help students make healthy 
choices,” said Roy Brassard, 
CESD Board chair. 

Didsbury High School (DHS) 
faces their own set of issues re¬ 
garding healthy food options, as 
students are allowed to leave the 
school for lunch, and go and eat 
whatever they want. 

“We still have one pop vend¬ 
ing machine and a juice one,” 
said Steve Thompson, DHS prin¬ 
cipal. “In our store we also have 
healthy options, and some not 
so healthy ones. We need to have 
this variety here, because we 
want to encourage our students 
to stay here for lunch and be 


involved in the intermurals we 
have everyday during the noon 
hour. If we have only healthy op¬ 
tions, the students are more likely 
to leave and go else where.” 

The school has an excellent 
physical education program, 
which Thompson is veiy proud of. 

“Gym is an option after grade 
10, and we have the highest per¬ 
centage of students continuing on 
in the program,” said Thompson. 
“We have intermurals everyday at 
lunch, and we really tiy to get the 
students to stick around for them 
and get involved.” 

DHS also has many sports 


teams, and will be getting another 
one this spring when the they in¬ 
troduce rugby to their male stu¬ 
dents. They also have a weight 
room open for students to use at 
lunch time and after school. 

CESD Superintendent, Jim 
Gibbons, said that through edu¬ 
cation and awareness CESD can 
support students in the lifestyle 
decisions they make, and do its 
part to keep students healthy in 
mind, body, and character. 

“The healthier the students the 
better they do academically,” said 
Corning. “It makes a big differ¬ 
ence here everyday.”

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Transmission line questions addressed at open house

Rural landowners af¬ 
fected by a proposed 
high voltage line across 
central Alberta are tak¬ 
ing little solace in prom¬ 
ises that they will be 
fairly compensated, de¬ 
spite what provincial 
regulators are saying. 

While frigid tempera¬ 
tures and poor weather 
conditions kept many 
landowners at bay on 
Dec. 5, nearly 100 peo¬ 
ple attended an open 
house at Olds College 
about the construction 
of a 500-kilovolt trans¬ 
mission line proposed 
by Altalink, a Quebec- 
and Ontario-owned com¬ 
pany that owns 85 per 
cent of the province’s 
transmission system, 
and not everyone in at¬ 
tendance liked what 
they saw. 

“I understand thir 
backyard, none of us 
want it. It’s inevitable 
that it’s going to hap¬ 
pen, but as far as I can 
tell it’s just big business 
out to make money,” 
said Ed Wassenaar, who 
owns a quarter sector 
north of Red Lodge. 

“I just came here to 
tell these guys there is 
only two ways it’s going 
to happen on my prop¬ 
erty - if they buy it at a 
premium, premium, pre¬ 
mium price or I get free 
power for the rest of my 
life,” he half-laughed. 

Wassenaar is just one 
landowner out of a pos¬ 
sible 2,500 that could 
see 500 kV towers lit¬ 
tered across their prop¬ 
erty after the Alberta 
Energy and Utilities 
Board (EUB) gave 
Altalink the go ahead in 
April to construct the 
335-kilometre line that 
will cut through acres of 
pristine wilderness and 
productive farmland 
from the Genesee sub¬ 
station, west of Edmon¬ 
ton, to Langdon, east of 
Calgary, to help alleviate 
system constraints and 
improve efficiency in 
Canada’s fastest grow¬ 
ing corridor. 

Wassenaar said hav¬ 
ing a tower on his land 
is “a health issue for 
me. It’s a conversation 
issue, it’s a land devalu¬ 
ation issue.” 

“I’ve seen what’s hap¬ 
pened with farmers in 
the past in terms of com¬ 
pensation and ... I can 
see they weren’t dealt 
with fairly in the past 
and I can’t see how they 
can force it (on farmers) 
now.” 

Wassenaar is not 
alone either. 

The United Power 
Transmission Area 
Groups (UPTAG) repre¬ 
sents a number of local 
landowners and wants 
Altalink to build the line 
elsewhere and is recom¬ 
mending to farmers and 
property owners not to 


sign agreements with 
Altalink. 

“There’s more work 
to be dealt with regard¬ 
ing the opposition to the 
power lines running in 
this particular corri¬ 
dor,” said president 
Glenn Smith, who lives 
west of Didsbury and 
already has nine trans¬ 
mission towers on his 
land. 

“We feel the power 
lines should go to the 
eastern part of the prov¬ 
ince where the land pro¬ 
duction (per acre) isn’t 
as great and it is less 
populated,” he said. 

Smith receives $115 
per tower a month and 
said the towers on his 
property have devalu¬ 
ated his land. He said 
the towers are also a 
health risk and difficult 
to farm around as well. 

One woman, who 
wished to remain un¬ 
named, said she has had 
towers on her property 
northeast of Olds since 
1966, and of all the com¬ 
panies that have owned 
them - from Calgary 
Power to TransAlta - 
Altalink has been by far 
the best. 

“Altalink is fantastic. 
We don’t a problem with 
them at all, they have 
treated us exceptionally 
well,” said the women, 
who has eight towers 
across two quarter sec¬ 
tions. 

Neil Millar, vice- 
president of transmis¬ 
sion with Alberta Elec¬ 
trical System Operator 
(AESO) - the company 
responsible for the eco¬ 
nomic planning and op¬ 
eration of Alberta’s elec¬ 
trical supply - recog¬ 
nized that prior dealings 
with farmers in the past 
weren’t the greatest but 
said it is necessary to 
upgrade the existing 240 
kV line to maintain a 
reliable transmission 
source in a province 
with extreme tempera¬ 
tures. 

“A line is required. 
Electricity is just too im¬ 
portant in this province 
especially in the climate 
we’re in to risk having 
an unreliable transmis¬ 
sion system. The exist¬ 
ing system hasn’t been 
added to in 25 years and 
loads to it have been 
climbing steadily as the 
province’s population 
continues to grow,” he 
said. 

“Obviously the way 
compensation issues 
were handled in the 
past, the world has 
changed a lot in the 
last 30 years since ma¬ 
jor lines have been 
built in these kinds of 
areas and how com¬ 
pensation is handled 
needs to be reviewed to 
make sure people are 
being treated fairly.” 

Millar said the ques¬ 
tions now are trying to 
find the best route for 


the transmission line 
to minimize the impact 
and find that balance 
between cost and tech¬ 
nical performance and 
impact. 

Altalink recently 
sweetened the pot and 
increased annual 
structure payments by 
70 per cent, which will 
add about an extra 
$100 per tower. 

Landowners have 
recommended burying 
the line, but Altalink 
says that would more 
cost almost 10 times its 
estimated $340 million 
price tag. 

EUB spokesperson 
Davis Sheremata said 
it is encouraging 
Altalink to resolve any 
issues with landowners 
before it brings its ap¬ 
plication to the board 
as is planned sometime 
in the spring. 

He said that the 
EUB will not act as a 
rubber stamp on the 
transmission line’s lo¬ 
cation, as some land- 
owners might believe, 
and pointed to an ex¬ 
ample in 2003 where 
ATCO’s initial pro¬ 
posal to build a 240 kV 
line from Fort 
McMurray to Fort Sas¬ 
katchewan was rejected 
and recommended to 
take another route be¬ 
cause the EUB deter¬ 
mined that the alter¬ 
nate route was cheaper 
and affected less peo¬ 
ple. 

“There is a lot of fac¬ 
tors that have to be de¬ 
termined yet. One 
thing that we can be 
sure is that if there is 
an application, it is ex¬ 
pected that we are go¬ 
ing to hold a hearing to 
gather information 
from all sides. And if 
we feel this can’t be 
constructed safely, 
then we will deny it,” 
Sheremata said. 

If landowners and 
Altalink cannot come 
to an agreement before 
a hearing begins, they 
can go into Appropri¬ 
ate Dispute Resolu¬ 
tions (ADR) where a 
third party is involved 
to help settle the stale¬ 
mate, which Sheremata 
said the EUB has had 
an 86 per cent success 
rate. 

If an agreement 
can’t be met at the 
ADR stage, affected 
landowners can apply 
for intervenor status to 
justify their case before 
the board. If that fails 
and the EUB decides to 
pass Altlink’s pro¬ 
posal, and landowners 
believe they have suffi¬ 
cient evidence, they 
can appeal the decision 
before the Alberta 
Court of Appeals. 

Pending approval 
Altalink aims to begin 
construction of the tow¬ 
ers in mid-2007 and com¬ 
plete the project by 2009.

QUESTION: If you were a parent and knew that your son 
or daughter was thinking about engaging in sexual inter¬ 
course, wouldn't you talk to them about condom usage? If our 
kids are going to have sex anyway, shouldn't we make sure 
they are properly protected? 

DR. DOBSON: I would not, because that approach has 
unintended consequences. By recommending condom usage 
to teenagers we inevitably convey five dangerous ideas: (1) 
that "safe sex" is achievable; (2) that everybody is doing it; (3) 
that responsible adults expect them to do it; (4) that it's a good 
thing; and (5) that their peers know they know these things, 
breeding promiscuity. Those are very destructive messages to 
give our kids. 

Furthermore, Planned Parenthood's own data show that 
the No. 1 reason teenagers engage in intercourse is peer pres¬ 
sure! Therefore, anything we do to imply that "everybody is 
doing it" results in more — not fewer — teens who give the 
game a try. 

What I'm saying is that our condom distribution programs 
do not reduce the number of kids exposed to the disease — they 
radically increase it! And consider this: Research indicates that 
where disease prevention is concerned, the failure rate of con¬ 
doms is incredibly high, perhaps 50 percent or greater. Con¬ 
doms also fail to protect against some STDs that are trans¬ 
mitted from areas not covered (the base of the male genitalia, 
for example). 

After 25 years of teaching safe-sex ideology, and more than 
2 billion federal dollars invested in selling this notion, we have 
a medical disaster on our hands. More than 500,000 cases of 
herpes occur annually, and the number of reported cases of 
chlamydia has risen 281 percent since 1987. Forty-six percent 
of chlamydia cases occur in teenage girls ages 15 to 19. In 
addition, there are now more than 24 million cases of HPV 
(human papilloma virus) in the United States, with a higher 
prevalence among teens. 

Having acknowledged these problems, why in the world 
would I recommend this so-called "solution" to my son or 
daughter? Look at it this way. Suppose my kids were skydivers 
whose parachutes had been demonstrated to fail 50 percent of 
the time. Would I suggest that they simply buckle the chutes 
tighter? Certainly not. I would say, "Please don't jump. Your 
life is at stake!" How could I, as a loving father, do less? 

I should add that, despite the popular myth to the contrary, 
teens can understand, accept and implement the abstinence 
message. It's not true that young people are sexual robots, 
hopelessly incapable of controlling their own behavior. As a 
matter of fact, almost 50 percent of all high school students 
are virgins today, even though hardly anybody has told them 
it is a good thing. These kids desperately need to be affirmed 
in their decision and held up as positive examples for others. 
None of this will be accomplished by pushing condoms. 

QUESTION: I read in the paper that a 14-year-old boy 
shot a woman in the face for no reason at all. Things like that 
are happening all around us. When I was a kid I wouldn't even 
have sassed a teacher, much less assaulted one. Today the 
level of violence among the young is like nothing I've ever 
seen! Please comment on this. 

DR. DOBSON: You are right, an epidemic of violence 
is occurring among the young that is expected to actually 
worsen in the next few years. During a meeting of Prison 
Fellowship workers in our city, a group of hardened former 
criminals said the kids growing up today scare them because 
they have no consciences. They can kill without a hint of re¬ 
morse. It is true. 

In Seattle a few years ago, two boys, 12 and 13, beat to 
death a person coming out of a convenience store. There was 
no motive except a desire to brutalize someone -- anyone — 
with a baseball bat. In Virginia, a 14-year-old shot the driver 
of a nearby car six times in the face. Why? "Because he looked 
at me," the boy said. In Los Angeles, a family made a wrong 
turn down a street and was subjected to a hail of gunfire that 
killed their little girl. Gang members poured bullets into the 
car for the sheer fun of it. And finally, who can forget the 5- 
year-old Chicago boy who was pushed from an upper-story 
window and fell to his death. His killers were 10 and 11 years 
old. This kind of random violence is more common among 
children and adolescents today than ever before in our his¬ 
tory.

The next 
day the Director called to thank 
the teacher for bringing the chil¬ 
dren saying that the folks loved 
their visit and the beautiful 
cards they had made. The 


teacher hesitantly asked, “What 
about the last card, it was rather 
plain.” The Director said the 
man who received it was over¬ 
joyed. “He is blind”, she ex¬ 
plained, “and he ran his finger 
around the edges of the card and 
exclaimed, It’s a Christmas 
Stocking.

Spectator tips: 

Sled dog racing can provide 
your family with unique and ex¬ 
citing entertainment. Consider the 
following tips to ensure you enjoy 
the sport at its fijllest. 

• Never bring your pets to the 
race site. Drivers of racing teams 
cannot be responsible for the safety 
of your animals. Races can be dis¬ 


rupted by pets on or along the 
course. 

• Bring your camera and take 
all the pictures you want. However 
if you are using a Polaroid, please 
be aware that the chemicals used 
in the film are poisonous to dogs. 
All photographers should make 
sure that their activities do not 
startle the dogs or interfere with a 


team’s progress. 

• Sudden moves toward or 
away from the trail may cause a 
team to holt so pick your position 
and hold it until all teams in your 
area have passed your post. 

• Never offer a dog treats and 
always ask before petting. 

• Naturally, if a dog shows 
signs of nervousness, this is not 


the time to form an alliance with 
him. He has important business 
at hand and should not be dis¬ 
tracted. Many people feel that they 
“have a way with animals” but a 
sled dog race is not the place to 
test that theory. 

• Keep toddlers in hand. Ea¬ 
ger dogs, ready to run, may leap 
or rear up in anticipation of the 


race and it would be unfortunate 
to have an accident that was the 
fault of neither dog nor child. 

• Cooperate with race officials. 
Stay clear of the trail. Stand well 
back as anyone too close may dis¬ 
tract the dogs and cause them to 
bolt or balk. It’s easier for every¬ 
one to have a clear view of the 
teams if the crowd is not jammed.
